Seeing Your Own Brain. 


In Professor Lloyd's work, "The End 


of the World," the experiment of see- 
ing one's own brain Is interesting.

accident, and a number of the mem- 
icrs of hla orew testified before the 
nspectors. 
The district engineers' 


office, In the Witherspoon Building, 
I'hlladelphla, conducted an Indepen- 
dent Investigation last Monday,and it 
.vas found that the boat had heen 
.tranded upon a shoal. 
Inspector Heargent said that the 


.tcamboat would very probably bo 
lifted from its present position In the 
.and in order that n fuller view of the 
loat might he obtained. 
Statements made by passengers to 


Ihe United States Inspectors on Tues- 
liiy indicate that the bottom of the 
vessel was crushed by striking a bed 
if cobblestones which form the river 
in that vicinity ; that the bottom of 
the vessel was not strong enough to 
scrape over the locky bottom, and 
that the channel was not wide enough 
tit this point to allow the steamboat 
to be maneuvered in another diiee- 
tlon. The accident they say was due 
to the narrow channel between the 
dredge Capo May nnd the mainland, 
and that the Burlington struck on the 
hard bottom in endeavoring to pass 
through this channel.

ul protest. 
Tills mother has to provide, unaid- 


ed, for herself, a two -year-old child, 
and the infant. Five dollars per week, 
ier earnings at the mill, uiu-4 cover 
heir entire needs. This sum is given 
;o the relative with whom tdey live. 
The mother nurses her infant belme 
going to work, at noon and at night, 
ind this is all the nourishment it hud 
been getting. Ticture to yourself the 
quality, and probable quantity, of 
milk that could be produced under the 
high tension of rushing to and from 
work, and securing a bite in between. 
Add to this tha mental dintress in- 
duced by desertion, and the heartless 
taunts of many of the mill girls, and 
the reasons for a starving infant are 
not difficult of discovery.

won hy Charles T. Ashman's 35-foot, 
50-horse power "Tberess," and Ihis 
joat will again he a contestant, as 
will this season's sensational racer, 
i'ee Vee Ho," owned by P. V. Hoy, 


of Norristown, which eclipsed every- 
thing In the Anchor Yacht Olub races 
at Bristol last Saturday. Others like- 
ly to start are the " D. 8. a.," the 
Joker." the "C. V." the "W. E. 
. D.,'' the "SJippIII.," and several 


mjre. 
The coui&e is to be from a point 


opposiite the Delaware River Club's 
dock down river to a point on the
